On August 2, 1991, Iraq invaded the country of Kuwait, stripping it of all freedoms. Over a period of 
several months, the UN formed a coalition of 88 countries to force Saddam Hussein and his forces out of 
Kuwait. On January 16, 1991, at 7:00 p.m. EST, this coalition, led by the United States, launched a 
massive air attack on Baghdad, the capital of Iraq. February 8&8, 1991 marked the first official ground 
attack inside the Kuwait borders. On February 80, 1991, Graham High School and the citizens of 
Bluefield expressed their patriotism, support, and loyalty to those serving in OPERATION DESERT 
STORM.
